Ft. Worth Launches Plant-wide Safety Contest 
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DEPENDENT INSURANCE BEGINS NOVEMBER 15 



Drive To Make Convair 
'Safest In Air Industry' 


A new plant-wide program aimed at the personal safety of each 
and every employee was launched at Convair FW this month at the 
direction of Ray 0. Ryan, division manager. 

“We hope to enlist each employee’s interest in this safety 
effort,” said Ryan, “and we know that each employee will par- 

- ticipate if he stops to consider 

that this effort is being made 
for his own personal benefit— 
specifically to protect him 
against any injury which might 
disable him and interrupt his 
regular paychecks. 

“At the same time, only by 
safe practices can the employee 
be certain that he will not be 
responsible for some disabling 
injury to another employee.” 
Ryan also announced that the 
long range ultimate goal will be 
to make Convair FW the “safest 
place in the aircraft industry to 
work.” 

To achieve these goals, the en¬ 
tire safety program has been 
given a complete overhauling 
from the bottom up under the di¬ 
rection of a general safety com¬ 
mittee of which Ryan is chair¬ 
man. 

At the committee’s direction, a 
new continuing safety contest 
among all works departments di¬ 
rected by Works Manager K. F. 
Leaman, was opened this month. 

The department with the best 
safety record for the month will 
be awarded a special safety ban¬ 
ner, according to Safety Super¬ 
visor J. L. Budros. 

Scores in the contest will be 
made up by the Safety Section on 
the basis of the number of work¬ 
ing days lost per 1,000 manhours 
worked and the number of cases

B-36 Praise 

Few airplanes, if any, have 
ever before been the subject of 
so many words of praise in the 
nation’s press as the B-36 was, 
following the recent demonstra¬ 
tion at Ft. Worth. 

Reporters from the nation’s top 
newspapers, who were guests of 
the Strategic Air Command and 
Convair, went home to write col¬ 
umn after column of glowing re¬ 
ports about the Convair produc¬ 
tion line and its product. A few 
excerpts from representative 
scources follow: 

ASSOCIATED PRESS (tele¬ 
graphed to more than 4,000 news¬ 
papers and radio stations): “The 
B-36 can put the world in its 
bomb sights. . . . From the crew’s 
aft compartment, a look out the 
observation blisters turns your 
mouth dry. The nose of the plane 
is a couple of Pullman car 
lengths in front of you. Twenty 
feet behind you is the 47-foot 
tail, high as a four-story build¬ 
ing. And the horizontal control 
surface on the tail is almost as 
long as the entire wing span of 
the old Convair B-24. ...”

Skilled Jobs Unfilled 

An opportunity for a number of qualified Convair FW employ¬ 
ees to take training which may qualify them for new jobs at higher 
levels of skill was announced this week by R. J. Donnelly, FW 
Director of Industrial Relations. 

The new training opportunity was announced after K. F. Lea- 

man, works manager, revealed 
that a number of jobs in Tooling 
and Tool Manufacturing depart¬ 
ments must be filled in the next 
few months to meet the require¬ 
ments of the program for produc¬ 
tion of B-49 “Flying Wings.” 

Said Donnelly: “We want to 
fill as many as possible of these 
jobs with qualified Convair em¬ 
ployees whose previous education 
and experience equip them for 
additional training which will 
lead to higher skilled jobs. Only 
those jobs which cannot be filled 
by Convair people will be filled 
by hiring new employees.” 

Training will be offered to as¬ 
sist employees in qualifying for 
these jobs: tool designers, tem¬ 
plate makers, tool and die mak-

New Benefits 
Available For 
98c Weekly 

Effective November 15, Con¬ 
vair men and women participat¬ 
ing in company group insurance 
may expand their benefits to 
cover dependents by payment of 
98 cents additional weekly. 

Coincident with this opportun¬ 
ity, benefits will be expanded to 
include reimbursement up to $25 
for diagnostic X-ray and labora¬ 
tory work performed outside a 
hospital. 

The additional fee for depen¬ 
dents covers all children, regard¬ 
less of number, as well as spouse. 
Dependents are defined as spouse 
of the employee and unmarried 
children from sixty days of age 
through the twentieth birthday. 

The employee’s portion of the 
cost of X-ray and laboratory 
work performed outside a hospi¬ 
tal is three cents weekly. This 
will be added to present deduc¬ 
tions beginning November 15. 

The procedure for filing a 
claim for dependents’ benefits 
will be the same as now followed 
for filing for employee benefits. 
A properly supported claim will 
be filed by the employee with the 
Industrial Relations Department. 

Inclusion of dependents in in¬ 
surance protection is optional. 
However, if desired, plan offers 
reimbursement of medical hospi¬ 
tal and surgical charges for de¬ 
pendents in the same amounts as

Daingerfield, Convair's Smallest/ 
Boasts Air and Boat Commuters 


What Daingerfield lacks in size 
it makes up in importance. 

Daingerfield, with 275 persons, 
is the “baby” of the Convair fam¬ 
ily. It’s full name is the Ord¬ 
nance Aerophysics Laboratory. It 
is located about seven miles from 
Daingerfield, Tex. (approximate¬ 
ly 175 miles northeast of Ft. 

Worth) surrounded by hilly coun¬ 
try that looks like the Ozarks. 

Convair operates the labora¬ 
tory for the U. S. Navy under 
the direction of the Applied Phy¬ 
sics Laboratory, Johns Hopkins 
University. Navy and Marine of¬ 
ficers are frequent visitors to in¬ 
spect the closely-guarded experi¬ 
ments which take place there. 

The Navy is represented at the 
Laboratory by T. K. Ewan, De¬ 
velopment-Contract officer. Con- 
vair’s organization is headed by 
J. E. Arnold, chief test engineer, 
who went there with the first THOMAS K. EWAN, devclop- 
Convair personnel to arrive in ment-contract officer at Dainger- 
July, 1945. He was formerly with fj e | c | # 
the San Diego Division. 

The Laboratory was established when World War II brought 
jet propulsion into prominence and intensified research in this 
field. Daingerfield was chosen as a site for the project because 
of the power supply—both air and electrical—available from 
the Lone Star Steel Co. blast furnaces. 

The steel company and the laboratory are located on the shores of 
Lone Star lake, a man-made body covering 2500 acres. The lake 
serves as water supply and is a protection against prolonged drought. 

The Laboratory is about seven miles from the town of Daingerfield 
which has a population of about 3500. Closest larger town is Long¬ 
view, about 27 miles distant. 

Although the surrounding hills are low, they are heavily wooded 
and hold plenty of attractions for sportsmen. Right now the main 
outdoor sport is squirrel shooting but duck season will be along 
soon as well as quail hunting. 

A few of our personnel live in the immediate vicinity of the 
Laboratory but the majority have homes in Daingerfield or in

During 1945—the Laboratory’s first year—construction problems 
were of primary importance, but even so, an appreciable amount of 
testing was accomplished beginning in August. Facilities under 
construction were a super sonic wind tunnel for use in study of 
aerodynamics and a three unit burner laboratory. 


Currently, the Laboratory is among the most complete of this 
type in the nation. It includes nine main groups: Wind Tunnel; 
Burner Laboratory; Analysis and Data Reduction; Instrumentation 
and Electronics; Photographic and Reproduction; Machine Shop; 
Maintenance; Accounting and Material; and Administration and 
Personnel.

Navy Day Brings Query 
What About Flying Boat? 

This is Navy Day, a day set aside for recognition of the Fleet. 
In San Diego all Naval stations are holding open house. Warships 
are open to the public at Broadway and Navy piers. The Naval 
Air Station is staging an air show. All over the world, ships of the 
Fleet are dressed for the occasion. 

It is a day of many memories for men and women of Convair, 
for we, too, have sent many ships to the Fleet—beginning with 
the first PBY and continuing with thousands of Catalina and Coro¬ 
nado flying boats and Privateers. 

Although usually we think of the Navy in terms of surface craft, 
with air as an offensive and defensive arm, the future may hold a 
different concept. In the accompanying interview, Capt. W. F. 
Rodee, USN, Bureau of Aeronautics representative at Convair SD, 
gives his thoughts on what the future holds for the flying boat— 
once a Convair specialty. 

Captain Rodee, Annapolis '26, commanded a dive bomber 
squadron aboard the USS Hornet in the Battle of Midway, later 
was group commander, came to Convair in September, 1946, after 
commanding the escort carrier Puget Sound.

nation’s press. The captain’s 
answer was without hesitation. 

“It is good, very good in¬ 
deed, in my opinion. I feel 
there is a definite role and 
an important one awaiting the 
seaplane in Naval prepared¬ 
ness,” he declared. 

“Although I cannot be specific, 
it is obvious that with the Navy 
holding responsibility for anti¬ 
submarine warfare, far-ranging 
flying boats could be a vital part 
of the air arm. They would be 
expected to alight almost any¬ 
where on the seas, in far rougher 
water than the Catalinas and 
Coronados could stand, and have 
enough speed (something in the 
400 m.p.h. class) and armament 
to permit independent operation.” 

The captain also foresaw 
possibilities for seaplanes as 
supply ships. 

“In the last war,” he continued, 
“our AKA’s and APA’s (cargo 
ships and transports) sometimes 
had to lay off a beach head for 
days while unloading. They were 
a constant submarine target. If 
there is another war, it is not 
inconceivable that flying boats 
may have part of the logistics 
burden, unloading at the beach 
(much as LST’s did) and with¬ 
drawing promptly with virtually 
no fear of submarines. 

“Also not inconceivable is that 
flying boats could serve as 
mother ships to fighters. There 
is no reason why seaplane fight¬ 
ers cannot be as fast as land 
based fighters.”

radio stations): “War is hell . . . 
but if war has to be, the Eighth 
Air Fo fee’s B-36 groups are 
going to the scene in comfort . . . 
(with) . . . plush leather seats, 
built-in ash trays, food lockers, 
gadgets for heating foods, wash 
basins, beds and, above all, leg 
room. . . . One well-planned at¬ 
tack by B-36’s carrying atomic 
bombs could virtually ring down 
the curtain on any nation’s hope 
for victory.” 

FT. WORTH PRESS: “One B- 
36 . . . can carry approximately 
six times the cargo of planes now 
being used in the Berlin airlift. 
. . . The superbomber can take 
aloft on a single trip 40 tons of 
coal or 1,600 sacks of flour.”

Gen. George C. Kenney predicts 
soon will be able to fly 12,000 
miles non-stop without refueling 
to any spot on the globe.

“Then, through co-operation 
with the safety section, we do 
everything we can to prevent ac¬ 
cidents. 

‘Thirdly, we are providing a 
limited health service. We do not 
interfere with the relationship 
between any employee and his 
own physician, but we can assist 
with information and advice at 
times which will help the em¬ 
ployee to stay on the job and 
continue to draw his paycheck. 

“In another sphere, there is a 
service which we provide by co¬ 
operating with the employee 
service section. This is in the

matter of referring employees to 
the proper agencies which can 
assist them in matters pertaining 
to their health and welfare.” 

In the handling of employees 
whose injuries are covered by 
workmen’s compensation pro¬ 
visions, Dr. Lace stated that 
the medical section pledges it¬ 
self to provide the best medical 
attention and to return em¬ 
ployees to their jobs as soon 
as they are able in order that 
their pay losses will be mini¬ 
mized. 

Dr. Lace will be on call by the 
medical section twenty-four hours 
a day. Dr. Miller is on duty from 
9:45 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. ever week 
day, thus affording employees of 
both the first and second shifts 
an opportunity for proper atten¬ 
tion, and from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m.

Must Build 

18 by End 
Of the Year 

Emphasizing the import¬ 
ance of completing 18 more 
new B-S6 battleplanes by the 
end of next month, Convair 
FW Division Manager Ray 
O. Ryan made the following 
announcement this week: 

First—that the Convair FW 
final assembly line movement 
will be stopped for one week, 
and perhaps for two if neces¬ 
sary. 

Second—that all overtime re¬ 
quired will be worked, and all 
employees necessary to com¬ 
plete the program will be 
temporarily loaned or trans¬ 
ferred to departments critical¬ 
ly in need. 

At the same time, Ryan called 
for the “utmost in team work” 
from the employees in each de¬ 
partment, and asked that each 
department concentrate its ef¬ 
forts on completing the 18 air¬ 
craft, while at the same time 
making certain that meeting the 
remainder of the production and 
delivery schedule is not endan¬ 
gered. 

The final assembly line will be 
stopped in order that out-of-sta- 
tion work can be cut to a mini¬ 
mum, and in order that all pos¬ 
sible work can be done on the 
last three of the 18 airplanes be¬ 
fore they move out of the as¬ 
sembly building into field opera¬ 
tions. 

“The transfer of employees 
temporarily to this program 
may work a hardship on some 
employees, and upon some de¬ 
partments,” said Ryan, “but 
the importance of completing 
these aircraft by Dec. 31 is 
such that no effort can be 
spared. We know that all Con¬ 
vair FW employees will co¬ 
operate if they are aware of 
the importance of this situa¬ 
tion.” 

The Division Manager pointed 
out that the 1,200 employees of 
the Division’s second largest de¬ 
partment, Field Operations ( Dept. 
61), have “the toughest job yet 
in the B-36 production program” 
in completing the 18 new bat- „

It's Time to Check 
Our Tax Exemptions 

Convair folk this week were re¬ 
minded to keep their withholding 
exemptions up to date. The fol¬ 
lowing is a U.S. Treasury Dept, 
announcement: 

“It is important to you, to your 
employer, and to your Govern¬ 
ment that you keep an up-to-date 
Withholding Exemption Certifi¬ 
cate (Form W-4) on file with 
your employer. This certificate 
tells how many exemptions you 
claim and directly affects the 
amount of income tax withheld 
from your wages. 

“If the number of your exemp¬ 
tions has changed since you last 
filed a certificate with your em¬ 
ployer, get a new form, fill it 
out, and give it to your employer. 
If possible, any corrected certifi¬ 
cate for use in the next year 
should be in the hands of your 
employer by Dec. 1. 

“U s u a 11 y, your exemptions 
change when you get married or 
divorced, when a dependent is 
born or dies, or when you begin 
or stop supporting a dependent. 
You may claim an additional ex¬ 
emption if you or your wife will 
become 65 years of age during 
the year; also, an additional ex¬ 
emption is allowed if you or your 
wife becomes blind.” 

The W-4 Forms needed to cor¬ 
rect your withholding exemptions 
may be obtained from the Indus¬ 
trial Relations Dept.

Hoax Scares Audience 
When Panel “Explodes” 


When smoke and “flames” shot 
out of an exhibition panel during 
a supposedly serious demonstra¬ 
tion of electrical circuits on the 
Convair-Liner, several hundred 
members of supervision at Con¬ 
vair SD began looking for exits. 

It happened during a regular 
Thursday afternoon gathering in 
the cafeteria. Frank Harrison, 
assistant to the president, had 
introduced E. J. Moore of the 
Electrical Check Committee, who 
in turn introduced J. M. (Duke) 
Rogers. 

There were a few yawns as 
Rogers, with the help of K. M. 
(Kenny) Smith, punched but¬ 
tons and pulled levers, explain¬ 
ing the complicated airplane 
electrical system. No speaker 
ever had closer attention, how¬ 
ever, than Rogers did when the 
panel began to smoke. 

“Just disregard it!” he mut¬ 
tered in a loud aside and droned 
on. 

Meanwhile, the panel moved in¬ 
to high gear and changed from 
“low smoke” to “big smoke.” 
During the next few seconds the 


sedate meeting shifted to a Key¬ 
stone comedy scene that had 
everything except Buster Keaton. 

“Turn it off!” Moore shouted 
as Smith struggled with levers. 
In rapid succession, eight flash 
bulbs, hidden in the panel, went 
off; then two packages of fire 
crackers, two rocket igniters and 
a siren. 

The audience was torn be¬ 
tween a growing impulse to 
flee and fear of ridicule in case 
it might be a joke. One Public 
Relations man phoned his of¬ 
fice: “It’s just a drill—I hope!” 

At that point firemen strug¬ 
gled in with hoses in Keystone 
fashion. One bucket of water 
was thrown. Another, aimed at 
the crowd, contained shredded tin 
foil that looked like water. 

At this point the audience was 
fit to be tied. It took Harrison’s 
laughing explanation to assure a 
doubting few that the joint 
wouldn’t blow up. 

“This was a planned demon¬ 
stration to show what can hap¬ 
pen in an electrical system,” 
he declared. “It wouldn’t be 
funny at 19,000 feet.”

Midget ‘‘Hot Rods” Race 
On Piano Wires at SD 


Aerial hot rods raced this week 
at Convair SD on two different 

“tracks.” 

Pioneer race meet is on the 
third floor of building No. 5 
where midget planes flash along 
twin piano wires at better than 
100 mph. Since this “track” was 
constructed some weeks ago, an¬ 
other has been built in building 
No. 4. Inter-building competition 
is expected soon. 

“Our record thus far is about 
125 miles an hour,” Bill Jungk 
of Engineering, prime pro¬ 
moter of the sport, related. 
Jungk built the second plane 
raced, Bruce Lubo, also of En¬ 
gineering, the first. The build¬ 
ing No. 5 “stables” now include 
more than a score of planes, all 
home-made, mostly by Engi¬ 
neering men. 

The tiny ships are jet pro¬ 
pelled, powered by carbon dioxide 
escaping from bottles secured in 
the planes’ fuselages. Bottles, 
which cost 7 V 2 cents apiece retail, 
are used commercially to make 
fizz water. 

Planes are hooked to piano 
wires strung about 10 feet above 
the floor. The wires, 240 feet 
long, are perfectly straight, oiled 
and smoothed with steel wool. 
Planes are all original designs, 
usually made of balsa wood, cost 
only few cents in materials to 
build but require a real knowl¬ 
edge of aerodynamics. 

“The design has to be just 
right in order to get speed,” 
Jungk explained. “Any minute 
imperfection causes trouble. 
We have various methods of 
testing models before racing. 
Jim Sproat streams his behind 
an auto at 80 mph. Lubo uses 
a home-made wind tunnel pow¬ 
ered by an electric fan that 
simulates mile-a-minute speed.” 

Planes have not been tried in 
free flight because of the 
lengthy, directed takeoff neces¬ 


sary. However, some glider en¬ 
thusiasts have a system of “jet 
assisted takeoff,” using four bot¬ 
tles which are later jettisoned. 

The C0 2 bottles are set off by 
a special gadget that punches a 
tiny hole in the cylinder, releas¬ 
ing a stream of gas. Part of the 
trick of getting speed is to gauge 
the size of the escape hole. 

Minimum plane requirements 
are: total wing and tail area, ex¬ 
clusive of fuselage, not less than 
9.50 square inches. Fuselage 
must be at least six inches in 
length with at least a six-inch 
wing span. Contestants may not 
heat boftles in advance for this 
boosts pressure and gives unfair 
advantage. 

Crackups are frequent but a 
new system of arresting gear has 
reduced the rate. Rubber bands 
at the end of the course now stop 
planes and flip them back to the 
“pilot.” 

Accurate timing has been a 
problem but this may be solved 
soon by development of an “elec¬ 
tric eye.” Paul Ferrara, elec¬ 
trical and radio group engineer, 
is supplying technical advice. 

At present planes are timed by 
stopwatch leaving room for error.

'Record Bargain'

increase is automtaic for every¬ 
one participating in group insur¬ 
ance whether or not dependents 
are added. 

Group insurance must not be 
confused with Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation. The latter—all prem¬ 
iums of which are paid by Con-

vair—covers injuries incurred in¬ 
cident to regular work. Group in¬ 
surance, however, is protection 
for ills not connected with em¬ 
ployment. 

Dependents of participants who 
sign up at once will be protected 
effective November 15. However, 
participants have until December 
15 to sign up and still avoid phy¬ 
sical examinations for depend¬ 
ents. After that date, documen¬ 
tary proof of insurability of de¬ 
pendents will be required. 

Employees not now participat¬ 
ing in group insurance, who wish 
to sign up, should contact Em¬ 
ployee Service. They will be ex¬ 
amined by the plant physician 
without charge. For a period of 
one month after being found 
qualified, they have the privilege 
of obtaining dependent’s benefits 
without dependents undergoing 
physical examinations. 

Because of certain California 
laws, dependent’s benefits for 
those at San Diego not now par¬ 
ticipating in group insurance can¬ 
not go into effect before January 
1. In Ft. Worth, however, protec¬ 
tion can be obtained for depend¬ 
ents as soon as the employee is 
physically qualified. 

Physical examinations for de¬ 
pendents, when required, are at 
the expense of the employee. 


to the Air Force. J. E. (Red) 
Crumbley, general foreman, and 
W. M. (Bill) Holland, assistant 
general foreman, have supervi¬ 
sion over armament, radar and 
“262” operations, which involve 
preparation of the aircraft for 
Air Force inspection prior to ac¬ 
ceptance. 

The men direct the activities 
of 79 foremen and assistant fore¬ 
men who serve as leaders of the 
Field Operations crews. 

“That division of work, how¬ 
ever, covers only our so-called 
“regular operations,” said Hen¬ 
ry, “and we have relatively 
little usual difficulty on that 
score. 

“Our biggest problem is in 
making changes on portions of 
the airplanes which already have 
been completed by other depart¬ 
ments. Experience on B-36’s in 
actual service in the Air Force, 
and rigorous tests which are still 
under way by our own people, 
show us every day how we can 
still further improve our airplane. 
Making all these changes as re¬ 
quired by these last-minute de¬ 
velopments constitutes our big¬ 
gest problem. It is on these 
changes that we are particularly 
dependent upon the unstinting 
cooperation of all other depart¬ 
ments.” 

Through meetings and personal 
talks with all employees, Field 
Operations crews are being 
“briefed” regularly to remind 
them that it is important to 
them, personally, to meet the 
Dec. 31 deadline, as well as im¬ 
portant to Convair, to the Air 
Force and to the nation. 

“It may seem remote, but de¬ 
livery of this group of airplanes 
might be the difference between 
winning the peace—or losing it,” 
Ryan points out. “We don’t know 
exactly what the Air Force plans 
for these B-36 battleplanes, but 
we do know that it has been do¬ 
ing everything possible to insure 
delivery on schedule. 

“If we deliver the airplanes 
on schedule, we at least can be 
certain that (we) will not be 
responsible for losing the peace. 

“But that’s not our only in¬ 
terest in the matter. Every Con¬ 
vair FW Division employee has a 
personal stake, because success 
in meeting this schedule—or fail¬ 
ure to meet it—might at some 
time in the future mean the dif¬ 
ference between our people hav¬ 
ing work, or not having work. 

“Meeting the schedule thus is, 
in a manner of speaking, only 
taking out ‘job insurance’. 

“This is the biggest job we’ve 
had since the start of the B-36 
production program — but we’ll 
make it if every man on our team 
will put in that ‘extra push’ that’s 
so important at this time.”

Gruelling 
Trial Hops 
Test B-36 

The B-36 battleplane at Con- 
vair FW is undergoing the 
last of gruelling flight tests 
conducted by the U. S. Air 
Force on each of its new mili¬ 
tary type aircraft. 

These are known as “Phase 
IV” tests, and will result in com¬ 
plete performance evaluation of 
the worlds longest-range bomb¬ 
er. Data obtained will be used 
by Air Force units operating 
B-36’s in service. 

The data will include such in¬ 
formation as speed, altitude, rate 
of climb, takeoff and landing dis¬ 
tances, and range-power settings. 

Current tests are being con¬ 
ducted in the newest type pro¬ 
duction Model B-36 equipped 
with 3,500 horsepower engines. 
These engines give improved 
performance in respect to take¬ 
off distance, rate of climb, ceiling 
and high speed, as compared to 
the 3,000 horsepower engines on 
the B-36’s used in earlier flight 
tests. 

An eight-man crew from the 
Air Materiel Command’s Flight 
Test Division is conducting the 
Phase IV tests. Headed by Lt.

Dec. 15 Last Day 
To Avoid Physicals 
For Dependents 

Contrary to previous reports, 
Convair men and women partici¬ 
pating in group insurance have 
only until Dec. 15 to sign up 
without the necessity of depend¬ 
ents undergoing physical exam¬ 
inations. 

After that date, all who take 
advantage of the group coverage 
for their families must produce 
documentary proof of their in¬ 
surability. 

This fact was stressed this 
week as sign-ups continued at a 
high volume at both Ft. Worth 
! and San Diego. In the former 
plant, 2,694 signified their desiie 
! for dependent coverage in time 
I for insurance to become effective 
Nov. 15 and as of late last week 
tabulation of 2,754 cards which 
were late in being returned had 
not been completed. A total of 
4,757 returned cards stating they 
did not want dependent coverage 
but a high percentage of this 
group are single or without eli¬ 
gible children and therefore 
would not benefit. 

In San Diego, approximately 
7,500 were participating in group 
insurance before the dependents 
feature was added. Approxi¬ 
mately a third have thus far 
signed up for dependent coverage.

Once A 'JlajaV 

Slain Tiger Among Boyhood 
Memories of San Diego Engineer 


before — and therefore was 
quite a curiosity. The natives 
called me ‘Little Rajah’ and 
came for miles.- They decided 
I was too ‘pale’ to be healthy.” 

Jackman’s father was for many 
years a widely loved and re¬ 
spected Baptist churchman who 
in the late 90’s forsook the prac¬ 
tice of law in New England for 
the rigorous and sometimes dan¬ 
gerous life of a missionary. He 
has since retired and now lives 
with Mrs. Jackman on Long 
Island. In a recent letter to his 
son he recalled: 

“The day the tiger was shot, 
Mr. Ballentine (a British offi¬ 
cial) informed me a tiger had 
made a ‘kill’ about three miles 
down the river and asked if I 
would like to join him in a try 
for the beast. He had a plat¬ 
form (machang) built in a tree, 
15 feet off the ground and about 
100 feet from the carcass of a 
cow the tiger had killed and only 
partially eaten the previous 
night.” 

Tigers at times became a 
serious menace in that country, 
sometimes even attacking hu¬ 
mans when too old to hunt suc¬ 
cessfully in the jungles. 

“It was cold and dimly moon¬ 
light as we waited for ‘stripes’ 
to resume his banquet,” he 
continued. “About 9 o’clock the 
tiger approached from our rear 
and walked directly under our 
platform. Ballentine fired a 
fraction of a second before me, 
striking the tiger in the chest. 
My bullet tore into his side, 
just back of the shoulder. I 
was using a Winchester shot¬ 
gun with an explosive, hollow- 
nosed bullet which gave a ter¬ 
rific wallop at short range. 
The tiger dropped in his tracks. 

“Ballentine directed the natives 
to bring the carcass to our 
bungalow and gave specific or¬ 
ders not to remove the whiskers. 
But, alas, when the carcass ar¬ 
rived only two or three hairs 
remained. The natives attached 
great value to them as ‘medi¬ 
cine’.”

A Mathematical Whiz 


Electronic Man' Solves Hardest 
Problems, Flops on Simple Ones 


B-36 Scale Drawings 

Scale Model Drawings of the 
B-36 battleplane will go on sale 
this week Nov. 26 in the Con¬ 
vair FW Employee Services Sec¬ 
tion, E. G. Crosier, supervisor, 
announced. 

Hobbyists may use the draw¬ 
ings to make their own models 
of the famous aircraft which 
they build at the plant. Draw¬ 
ings show all views of the plane. 
They are offered at cost, 15 cents 
each. 


A mechanical man who can’t 
multiply two and two took over 
most of the involved mathemati¬ 
cal headaches this week in Con¬ 
vair SD’s Radio and Electrical 
Laboratory. 

The “new hire,” like most 
mathematicians, is more impres¬ 
sive than handsome. He looks 
like a telephone switchboard. 
But don’t be deceived. He has 
an electronic brain that works 
like a flash. In any competition, 
he would send Einstein away 
talking to himself. 

The device, known techni¬ 
cally as a Reeves Electronic 
Analogue Computer, is owned 
by the U. S. Navy but loaned 
to Convair. Since going into 
operation recently, it has re¬ 
lieved a lot of aching backs 
that previously arched over 
desk calculators. 

“An expert with a desk calcu¬ 
lator and a pencil worked on one 
problem for three weeks,” Stan¬ 
ley Rogers, head of the Analyti¬ 
cal Group, recalled. “Then along 
came the electronic brain which 
solved the problem in a matter 
of minutes.” 

Operators, when setting up a 
problem, look as though they are 
wrestling a combination telephone 
switchboard and radio set. Cords 
are plugged into holes and dials 
adjusted to certain points, de¬ 
pending upon the problem. The 
machine works in voltages rather 
than numbers and therefore the 
solution comes out as a varying 
line written on a piece of graph 
paper. 

“The machine actually will 
predict how an aircraft will 
fly,” Rogers explained. “Sup¬ 


pose you have a new design. 
Even before it is out of the 
drafting board stage the com¬ 
puter will tell us whether it 
will fly properly or tumble end 
over end.” 

However, it is no machine to 
help Susie pass first grade arith¬ 
metic. It has great difficulty in 
adding two and two. When asked 
to multiply those figures, it al¬ 
most blows a fuse. 

Although the machine does 
wonders in predicting flight, it 
thus far has been a failure in 
forecasting the stock market or 
the horse races.

Shop Men Sharpen Pencils, Preparing 
For Tough, 100-Hour Drafting Course 


Fifty of Convair’s SD’s most 
promising shop men were being 
selected this week for an inten¬ 
sive 100-hour course to fit them 
for positions as draftsmen. 

Selection of the 50 was on a 
competitive basis and there were 
approximately four times as many 
applicants as it was possible to 
accept for the course. 

“As a consequence of the 
keen competition, many highly 
capable men had to be disap¬ 
pointed,” Frank Fink, chief 
engineer for the San Diego 
division, commented. Fink, 
however, held out the possibili¬ 
ty that another similar course 
may be organized later with 
draftsmen’s positions awaiting 
successful graduates. 

Instructors for the course are 
H. F. Gerwig (who joined Con¬ 
vair, then Consolidated, in 1935 
as a riveter’s helper and worked 
up to designer) and W. A. Pick¬ 
ens (also a designer, who joined 


the company in 1940 as a drafts¬ 
man). Hours for the classes will 
be arranged to suit the students. 
Sessions will be on the third 
floor of building No. 5. 

Selection of the successful 50 
was on a basis of interview, rec¬ 
ord with the company, mechani¬ 
cal experience and education. Al¬ 
though it has been Convair’s poli¬ 
cy to upgrade its own employees 
wherever possible to fill better 
positions when they arise, a sys¬ 
tem of training for specific jobs 
is new. As Fink pointed out, the 
company doubtless could locate 
50 trained draftsmen in the San 
Diego locality but prefers to give 
the opportunities to its own per¬ 
sonnel. This has the added ad¬ 
vantage of gaining draftsmen 
with shop experience. 

There is no charge for the 
course other than for books and 
equipment. Successful graduates 
will be absorbed by Engineering 
to meet an anticipated need for 
draftsmen.

Inventor's Bright Idea For Portable 
Jig Boring Tool Nets Him $300 


Jarrell B. Davis, Convair FW 
tool operator and jig builder in 
tool room and fixtures (Dept. 81), 
has already collected almost $300 
on a “bright idea” he had two 
years ago—and now he’s soon due 
for wide recognition throughout 
industry, and perhaps for addi¬ 
tional payments, too. 

Davis is the inventor of a port¬ 
able jig boring tool which easily 
accomplishes boring operations 
which previously were very diffi¬ 
cult and expensive with standard 
machine tools—if not impossible 
altogether. 

The portable unit has been 
used successfully for several 
months at both Convair FW 
and SD, and is responsible for 
savings of several thousands of 
dollars. 

Fact is, the saving is so sub¬ 
stantial that Davis recently was 
transferred from Ft. Worth to 
the San Diego division for a 
week to accomplish on the XC-99 
a landing gear boring operation 
which he performs at Ft.

tional awards have made the total 
reach $297 thus far. 

Now Davis and his inventions 
are the subject of a special article 
and photographs prepared by the 
Public Relations department for 
distribution to magazines the na¬ 
tion over. In addition to the pub¬ 
licity he will receive, there’s a 
chance that some enterprising 
manufacturer will see the possi¬ 
bilities in the unit and seek to 
acquire manufacturing rights. 

Although used thus far only 
in the aircraft industry, the 
tool can be employed advan¬ 
tageously in any machine shop, 
tool room, jig shop, engine re¬ 
pair shop, tractor factory or oil 
industry equipment factory. It 
is especially adaptable to jobs 
on components which are too 
large to handle on stationary 
boring machines, and to fittings 
already installed on complete 
major assemblies. 

The device comprises a block 
base having a face-normal align¬ 
ment hole, a precision calibrated 
disc for feeding the cutting tool, 
a concentric boring bar with a 
universal drive joint at its upper 
end and a cutting tool insert at 
the lower end, and a balanced 
feed arm to assure rational cut¬ 
ting and feeding speeds for the 
device. 

Davis has been a Convair FW 
employee since 1944.
